District No. 1: :

Teacher, Miss Mary C. McIntire. 


The teacher labored faithfully for her pupils, while they mani- 
fested a good degree of interest in their studies, and made com- 
mendable progress. A good school. 


District No. 2. 


Beadential Committee, Mr. B. J. Herrick. 

Teacher, Miss Lizzie M. King. 

This was Miss King’s first attempt, and she necessarily had 
much to learn. She gave her best efforts to the school, and ac- 
complished all that could be expected in a term of eight weeks.

District No. 1. 


Prudential Committee, Mr. William Clark. 
Teacher, Miss Abbie J. Kidder, of Francestown. 


Everything moved on in harmony throughout the term. 
Teacher and pupils seemed to have an interest in their school. - 
Nearly all of the scholars came forward at the close of the term 
with declamations, which added much to the interest of the 
occasion. We can cheerfully recommend Miss Kidder as a 
faithful and zealous teacher. We should have been glad to 
have seen a greater number of the parents present at the ex- 
amination. 


District No. 2. 


Prudential Committee, Mr. B. J. Herrick. 
Teacher, Miss Lizzie M. King, of New Boston. 


The District was fortunate to secure the same teacher for 
both terms, and although quite young and inexperienced, she 
managed the school with considerable tact and ability. The 
school appeared quite orderly, and the examination was satis- 
factory. We were astonished to hear the Primmer Class spell 
words of five syllables. : 

We are pleased also to notice that during the year consider- | 
able money has been expended on the school house by way of 
repairs. ‘They have now a very inviting and pleasant school 
room. 


District No. 3. 
Prudential Committee, Mr. A. Woodward. 


Teacher of the Fall term, Miss Sarah E. Richardson, of this 
town. 
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Although we deem her character as a teacher too well es- 
_ tablished to need any word of commendation here, yet it is but 
justice to say that we believe her to be a faithful teacher, de- 
voted to her work, and that the Committee does well, who se- 
cures her services as teacher. Her third term in this district. If 
she-failed to bring the school up to her standard, we believe it 
to be owing to no fault of her own. It is evident that the moral 
training of some in this district has not been what it should be, 
hence the labors of a teacher are far more arduous and trying. 
If the parents in any district desire a good school, we think 
they should visit the school at least once during each term, 
learn the facts in regard to any trouble, from the teacher herself, 
-and trust but very little to “hearsay.’’ On the whole, we judge 
this to have been a profitable term, and think commendable 
progress was made. 


WINTER TERM. 


Teacher, Miss Julia A. Dodge, of Francestown. 

The Prudential, Committee remarked to us, that he was de- 
termined to make this a profitable term, if having a good 
teacher would bring it about. Very reluctantly did Miss Dodge 
give up her pleasant school in Francestown, in order to teach 
her second term of school in this district. She isa thorough 
scholar, apt to teach, and we consider her method of government 
in the school of the highest order. She believes in the law of 
kindness, and aims to secure the regard and affection of all her 
pupils. We were pleased to notice the interest she manifested 
in the moral training of her scholars, and believe the influence 
she exerts for good in any community will long be felt. We 
are happy to report “good progress,” and think as much has 
been accomplished during the term, as any school in town. 


Distrror No. 4. 
Prudential Committee, ...... 
Teacher, Miss Mary C. McIntire, of this town. 


Miss McIntire is highly qualified for her position both intel- 
lectually and morally, and with the aid of past experience made 
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this one of the most pleasant schools in town. The scholars 
seemed to appreciate their teacher’s efforts, and made study 
and not whispering, the business of the day.

District No. 8.

District No. 9.

This was the second term of school that Miss Johnson has 
taught. She labors faithfully in the school room, and as far as 
we are able to judge, the school was a success. 

Parents in District 
No. 9, if you do not take a decided interest in the education of 
your children, who will? 


District No. 10. 


Prudential Committee, Mr. Charles Avery. 
Teacher, Miss Eliza A. Butterfield, of Francestown. 
This is a union school, uniting with Francestown. 
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The school was visited three times by the Lyndeboro’ Com- 
mittee, and each time was amply rewarded for a long ride 
“o’er hill and vale,” by the kind and pleasant greetings of both 
teacher and pupils. The school is small, but prosperous. Miss 
Butterfield labors quietly, but very successfully in the school. 
The school will speak for itself. A large number of the friends 
were present at the examination, and we were pleased with 
the closing exercises of the afternoon. 


We have endeavored to present in the above statements, a 
fair and candid report of the progress made by the different 
schools in town during the winter months. Committees are 
requested to offer such suggestions in the cause of Education, 
and the better management of our Schools as they deem 
useful. It is not necessary for us to make any extended re- 
marks. All are aware that the future welfare of our country, 
and the dearest interests of the Church and State depend 
largely upon the proper training and education of the youth of 
our land. | 


Parents. We desire to say a word to the parents on the 
importance of taking a more lively interest in the education of 
their children. Even with a good teacher, we cannot expect 
a good school unless you will manifest your interest in the 
faithful labors of the teacher, and in all which relates to the 
welfare of the school. 

Teachers need encouragement. Their labors are arduous, 
and at many times very trying and perplexing. We ought not 
to expect too much of them, or expect them to be more faithful 
to the children than we, ourselves. Let us be very cautious 
how we speak discouragingly of the labors of the teacher. 
They may err in judgment, if human, expect it. Who of the 
parents do not sometimes err? “He that is without sin among 
you, let him first cast the stone at her.” Again, we say, if you 
desire a good school, you should visit the school-room, and see 
for yourselves how the teacher manages the school. 

This, in our opinion, is the great reason why more is not ac- 
complished in the schools, and why the children do not make 
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greater progress In many cases — because, the children see that 
you are not truly interested yourselves. You cannot expect 
them to be interested in what they know you are not. In some 
of the schools there has been scarcely a visit on the part of the 
parents during the term. What does this show? Who is to 
blame for a poor school? Certainly it is not the scholars, it is 
not the teacher. We think the blame should rest where it very 
properly belongs. It is not enough for us to say that we are 
interested in the school,—actions speak louder than words. 
Our interest should be made manifest by friendly visits to the 
school room. Hitherto they have proved to be like angel visits, 
“few and far between.” . 

Reading and writing does not receive that attention which 
their importance demands. One disadvantage is this; the 
scholar is too often more advanced in the book than his quali- 
fications will allow; hence, he will not improve as he otherwise 
would do. Writing in many of the schools is sadly neglected. 
Why is this? Is it not important for the children and youth 
that they learn to write? In our opinion, writing should be 
attended to each day. 

Whispering in the schools ought to be banished. It is a 
great barrier against the progress and prosperity of the schools 
in town. Of those teachers who labored to keep their schools 
free from this evil, and of those scholars who regard our wishes, 
we cannot speak in too much praise. 

Teachers, you who assume to mould to some extent the 
characters of the rising generation, a truly great and solemn 
responsibility rests upon you. If you would develop the high- 
est and truest end of your mission, look well to the morals and 
manners of the children. Remember that a true education is 
the education of the heart as well as the head. Endeavor al- 
ways to instill true principles of virtue and righteousness in 
the hearts of those committed to your care. You may not see 
an immediate result of your labors, but God will bless your 
efforts. Let your scholars know by acts of love and kindness, 
that you are to them a true and lasting friend. It is better, 
we think, to rule with the law of kindness, than with the rod. 
Never use it if you can conquer in any other way. Let your 
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precepts be pure and faultless, and above all, your example 
such as may be followed with safety by all under your care. 
It pains us to see gross inconsistencies on the part of the teach- 
ers. In short, be faithful, and when called up higher, may you 
receive the faithful teacher’s reward. | 


As we have not at our command that amount of time neces- 
sary to the successful discharge of the duties of the Superin- 
tendent, therefore we do not wish to. be considered a candidate 
for the office.
